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Late  in  the  summer  of  nineteen  eighteen  the  United  States 
government  called  upon  the  colleges  of  the  country  to  place  themselves 
at  the  service  of  -the  Government  in  the  task  of  training  candidates  for 
various  lines  of  trained  leadership  in  the  army.  Montana  Wesleyan 
College  gladly  joined  with  the  numerous  other  schools  of  the  country 
in  responding  to  this  appeal. 

Some  delay  was  encountered  in  securing  approval  as  a  Students' 
Army  Training  Corp  school  so  that  Wesleyan  was  one  of  the  last 
colleges  in  the  country  to  be  approved  for  this  work.  Approval  was 
finally  secured  for  an  S.  A.  T.  C.  unit  to  be  established  with  Montana 
Wesleyan  College  and  Mt.  St.  Charles  College  co-operating  under  a 
single  S.  A.  T.  C.  administration.  A  vigorous  campaign  for  students 
was  inaugurated  with  the  hope  of  enrolling  a  full  company  of  one 
hundred  men  in  our  part  of  the  unit.  However  it  was  found  that 
most  students  eligible  to  join,  i.  e.,  those  having  at  least  thirteen  units 
of  high  school  credit  had  already  enlisted  or  been  called  under  the 
draft  and  were  consequently  in  the  service. 

As  a  result  of  the  very  brief  campaign  possible  before  the 
formal  induction  of  the  Students'  Army  Training  Corp  throughout  the 
country  Montana  Wesleyan  College  and  Mount  St.  Charles  College 
were  able  to  gather  for  the  induction  ceremony  a  goodly  group  of  more 
than  a  hundred  men  of  which  about  one-fourth  belonged  to  Montana 
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Wesleyan  College.  (  hi  <  )ctober  1,  1918,  the  formal  induction  ceremony 
took  place  in  the  public  park  in  the  city  of  Helena.  Addresses  being 
made  by  Governor  S.  V.  Stewart,  Major  G.  W.  Edgington,  Father  N. 
C.  Hoff,  representing  Mount  St.  Charles  College,  and  Pres.  Leon  H. 
Sweetland,  of  Montana  Wesleyan  College,  and  Mayor  John  Dryburg. 
Assisting  in  the  induction  ceremony  were  Col.  J.  J.  McGinnis,  Adj. 
Gen.  Phil.  Greenan,  Capt.  H.  M.  Stewart  and  Father  P.  F.  MacDonald. 
Music  for  the  occasion  was  furnished  by  the  Helena  Band,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  all  business  houses  were  closed  during 
the  induction  ceremony. 

Other  recruits  were  added  to  the  Wesleyan  unit  almost  daily 
following  the  induction  though  the  growth  of  the  unit  was  slow 
until  the  government  lowered  the  conditions  of  admission,  when  a 
large  number  of  students  arrived,  swelling  the  total  to  almost  fifty. 
These  last  came  so  near  the  termination  of  hostilities  that  their  induc- 
tion was  not  completed  before  the  armistice  was  signed  and  they  were 
therefore  not  recognized  as  regular  members  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  Inas- 
much as  they  passed  the  physical  examination,  signed  their  induction 
blanks  and  fully  completed  their  part  of  the  process  of  enlistment  they 
were  to  all  intents  and  purposes  bona  fide  members  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C. 
unit  and  of  the  fighting  force  of  Uncle  Sam.  They  are  therefore  given 
proper  recognition  in  this  issue  of  the  Prickly  Pear.  A  bill  has  been 
introduced  in  Congress  giving  to  all  such  applicants  full  standing  as 
regular  soldiers  in  the  army  with  honorable  discharges  and  all  the 
rights  appertaining  to  such  service.  There  is  every  assurance  that  this 
bill  will  pass  and  all  these  men  will  be  given  proper  recognition.

A  complete  revision  of  the  curriculum  of  the  school  was  made 
necessary  to  accommodate  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  unit  in  conformity  to  the 
regulations  laid  down  by  the  committee  on  Education  and  Special 
Training  of  the  War  Department.  Special  courses  were  offered  and 
splendid  work  was  accomplished  for  the  brief  period  during  which 
the  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  in  operation.  We  confidently  believe  that  better 
results  were  obtained  in  the  operation  of  the  unit  in  Montana  Wes- 
leyan  College  than  in  most  other  institutions  and  we  account  for  this 
in  two  ways ;  first,  the  unit  was  small  in  numbers  and  therefore  more 
easily  handled;  second,  the  students  enrolled  were  of  a  superior  type 
and  therefore  responded  more  readily  to  the  spirit  of  the  school  and 
to  the  efforts  of  their  instructors. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  Major  Edgington,  in  com- 
mand of  the  entire  Helena  unit,  for  his  uniformly  courteous  treatment 
and  soldier-like  bearing.  Faculty  and  S.  A.  T.  C.  men  alike  join  in 
unqualified  praise  of  his  splendid  service.  Lieutenant  Raymond,  in 
constant  attendance  and  in  active  charge  of  the  Wesleyan  unit,  proved 
himself  both  a  soldier  and  a  school  man  of  the  first  caliber  and  conse- 
cpiently  there  was  no  friction  between  the  military  authorities  and  the 
school  faculty  in  handling  a  very  difficult  situation.  We  are  happy  to 
present  splendid  likenesses  of  both  these  officers  to  the  readers  of  the 
1919  Prickly  Pear. 

The  unit  was  suddenly  disbanded  on  December  11  and  the  boys 
scattered  to  their  various  homes  greatly  disappointed  that  they  had 
not  been  given  the  privilege  of  active  service  at  the  front  in  the  great 
World  War.

SEASON  OF  1918. 


Again,  as  in  1917,  an  epidemic  visited  the  school  to  interfere 
with  the  regular  football  schedule.  Due  to  influenza  the  town  was 
closed  during  the  most  of  the  football  season  and  no  games  with 
schools  outside  of  Helena  could  be  played.  Although  a  fine  schedule 
had  been  arranged,  including  a  game  with  the  State  University,  it  was 
necessary  to  call  off  the  games,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  the 
members  of  the  team  and  the  fans  who  believed  Wesleyan  had  the 
real  goods  this  year. 

The  team  practiced  faithfully,  however,  and  was  in  fine  shape 
for  a  successful  season.  With  a  fast  and  heavy  line,  supported  by 
a  speedy,  line-plunging  backfield,  every  indication  pointed  to  a  team  of 
championship  caliber. 

It  so  happened  that  one  game  was  played  with  Mount  St. 
Charles  College  before  the  health  authorities  prohibited  a  meeting  of 
the  two  schools.  This  was  a  thrilling  contest  all  the  way  and  finally 
resulted  in  a  Wesleyan  victory  with  a  score  of  13  to  12. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  season  was  due  to  Forrest  Werts, 
husky  captain,  and  center  on  the  team.  Several  of  the  men  developed 
into  strong  players  and  should  form  a  fine  nucleus  for  next  year's 
team.

Forrest  Werts,  center  and  mainstay  of  the  line  in  1917,  was 
selected  by  the  team  last  year  as  its  leader  for  the  season  of  1918.

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THE  SEASON  OF  1918. 
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The  past  season  in  basketball  was  a  success  from  every  stand- 
point. Five  games  were  played  with  Wesleyan  victorious  in  four,  the 
other  game  going  to  the  Bozeman  Aggies  in  the  closing  minutes  after 
a  hard  fought  contest.  Prospects  were  not  bright  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  for  a  winning  team.  With  but  one  man  of  last  year's  squad 
remaining  in  school  it  was  necessary  to  build  an  entirely  new  team. 
Good  material  reported,  however,  and  the  men  soon  developed  into  a 
whirlwind  aggregation. 

The  championship  of  the  smaller  colleges  for  the  year  again 
came  to  Wesleyan  as  in  1918.  Billings  Polytechnic  was  defeated  in 
two  games  and  St.  Charles  did  not  put  a  team  in  the  field  this  year. 
The  season  was  cut  short  by  the  influenza  epidemic,  which  prevented 
the  trip  which  included  return  games  with  the  Bozeman  Aggies  and 
Billings  Poly.  Next  year  an  extensive  trip  is  planned  into  Utah  and 
Colorado,  in  which  some  of  the  best  colleges  in  the  west  will  be  met.

SEASON  OF  1918 

The  season  of  1918  was  the  first  year  of  track  and  field  work 
at  Wesleyan.  Horace  M.  Lane  was  chosen  captain,  after  he  had  shown 
good  form  in  winning- 'the  cross-country  run.  Some  good  material  was 
developed  during  the  season  although  it  did  not  have  a  chance  to 
show  its  qualities  against  outside  schools.  Meets  planned  with  Mount 
St,  Charles  and  Billings  Polytechnic  could  not  be  held  because  of  the 
late,  cold  spring.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year  the  college-academy 
meet  was  held,  re  ulting  in  a  victory  for  the  college  men  43  to  34. 
A  good  start  was  made  in  track  work  and  from  now  on  track  will  lie 
one  of  the  main  sports  at  the  college.

The  annual  cross-country  run  to  the  Vigilante  tree  was  won  in 
1919  by  Lester  F.  Johnson  in  8 :15,  which  establishes  a  new  record  for 
the  event  at  Wesleyan.  Herbert  Lindersmith,  Carl  Knudsen  and 
Leland  Linn,  finished  second,  third  and  fourth,  in  the  order  named. 
There  were  ten  men  in  the  race.  The  college  freshmen  won  the  race 
with  19  points  and  the  sophomores  were  second  with  15. 

The  race  was  run  on  an  ideal  day,  which  accounts  for  the  fast 
time  made.  The  race  is  over  typical  cross-country  turf  to  the  famous 
historical  tree  on  the  lower  slope  of  Mount  Wesleyan.  The  whole  race 
can  be  seen  from  the  college  campus.  The  distance  for  the  run  is 
about  one  and  one-half  miles.  A  silver  medal  is  offered  for  first  place 
in  the  run. 
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TENNIS  TOURNAMENT 

At  the  time  the  annual  went  to  press  the  tennis  tournament  was 
not  completed.  The  tournament  this  year  was  not  marked  with  the 
brilliance  and  dash  of  last  year,  but  more  promising  tennis  sharks 
were  developed.  Keuhn  was  slated  for  champion  of  the  school  and 
it  was  anticipated  that  Professor  Jones  would  cap  the  Pan-Wesleyan 
championship.  However,  Keuhn  defaulted  and  left  the  field  open  to 
Buhler,  who  then  succumbed  to  Johnson,  a  novice.  In  the  doubles 
Smedstad  substituted  for  Werts  in  the  finals  and  helped  Mayberry  to 
carry  away  the  college  championship  for  the  Seniors.

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No  chronicle  of  Wesleyan's  activities  would  be  complete  with- 
out some  history  of  the  social  life  of  the  year.  For  Wesleyan,  as  a 
school,  stands  for  "all-round"  living-,  and  her  students  enjoy  social  life 
to  its  utmost. 

When  the  school  year  of  1918- '19  began  Wesleyan  was  feeling- 
somewhat  the  effects  of  the  war.  Not  only  were  there  a  large  number 
of  stars  on  our  service  flag, — stars  that  stood  for  some  of  the  best- 
students  Wesleyan  had  ever  claimed, — not  only  did  Wesleyan  feel  in  a 
general  way  the  war  spirit  which  animated  the  nation,  but  when  the 
S.  A.  T.  C.  began  to  organize  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  we 
began  to  realize  that  Wesleyan  itself  was  to  be  in  an  humble  way,  an 
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army  camp.  The  various  school  organizations  began  to  plan  their 
year's  work  accordingly,  and  all  realized  more  or  less,  that  our  social 
affairs  would  also  be  on  a  war  basis, — especially  along  the  line  of 
"Hooverizing. " 

This  year  as  formerly,  two  of  the  first  places  which  the  new 
students  discovered  in  Helena  were  Mount  Helena  and  the  Broadwater 
Natatorium.  These  two  places  serve  to  a  great  purpose  toward  mak- 
ing the  first  week  of  school  in  Wesleyan  a  pleasant  instead  of  a  trying 
venture  in  getting  acquainted.  The  fact  that  school  began  later  than 
usual  this  fall  made  it  impossible  to  enjoy  mountain  hikes  and  Broad- 
water "plunge  parties"  for  as  long  a  period  as  usual,  although  several 
pleasant  evenings  were  spent  in  this  way.  The  first  Broadwater  party 
took  place  on  the  evening  of  September  24th.  A  little  later  in  the 
season  the  Literary  Societies  held  a  joint  program  and  "Weinnie 
Roast"  on  Mt.  Helena,  and  a  sunrise  meeting  was  held  on  Mt.  Ascen- 
sion as  late  as  October  20th. 

On  the  evening  of  September  27th  Oakes  Street  Epworth 
League  gave  a  reception  in  honor  of  the  faculty  and  students.  The 
entertainment  was  very  informal,  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  lively 
games  and  "get-acquainted"  stunts.  A  short  program  of  music  and 
readings  which  was  given  by  members  and  friends  of  the  League 
closed  with  an  address  of  welcome  to  the  students  by  the  Rev.  Pascoe, 
the  new  pastor  of  the  Church,  and  a  response  by  Professor  Adams  in 
which  he  told  interestingly  of  the  past  relationships  existing  between 
the  students  and  Oakes  Street  Church.  The  refreshments  at  this 
gathering  were  truly  "Hooverized"  as  were  also  those  served  at  the 
two  other  receptions  which  followed  this  one. 

One  week  later,  the  Epworth  League  of  St.  Paul's  Church  gave 
its  annual  reception  to  the  school.  The  entertainment  provided  was 
original  and  helped  the  students  not  only  to  get  acquainted  with  one 
another  and  with  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  boys  who  made  their  first  public 
appearance  at  this  reception,  but  also  to  get  acquainted  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  League.  The  new  students  were  welcomed  by  Miss  Mor- 
gan, Mr.  and  Mrs.  Valiant,  and  the  new  pastor  of  the  Church,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Donaldson. 

The  next  social  event  was  the  annual  reception  given  the  new 
students  by  the  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  the  College.  The  old 
members  of  the  Associations  were  given  splendid  assistance  by  several 
new  members  of  the  Cabinets  and  so  well  was  the  evening's  fun 
plannd  and  carried  out  that  it  sustained  the  reputation  which  the 
Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  reception  had  established  in  the  past  for  being  one 
of  the  most  enjoyable  events  of  the  whole  year. 
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By  this  time  great  plans  were  under  way  for  the  faculty  recep- 
tion, and  the  annual  banquets  of  the  three  Literary  Societies,  all  of 
which  were  to  be  held  in  the  near  future.  But  then  came  the  "Flu" 
and  all  social  events  (along  with  school  and  'most  everything  else  in 
town)  went  under  the  ban.  While  the  Flu  was  running  its  course 
among;  the  students  there  was  little  of  social  life,  but  soon  practically 
all  of  the  sick  ones  had  recovered.  The  S.  A.  T.  C.  boys,  under 
"Uncle  Sam's"  orders,  were  permitted  to  go  on  with  their  regular 
work  and  naturally  craved  some  recreation  for  Saturday  evenings 
after  the  strenuous  grind  of  the  week.  Many  of  the  regular  students 
had  gone  home  and  those  who  remained  in  town  wished  for  something 
to  break  the  monotony  of  thinking  Flu  and  waiting  for  school  to  re- 
open. So  it  was  that  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  boys  and  the  students  who  were 
rooming  or  boarding  at  the  Dormitory  went  together  for  a  series  of 
parties  whose  aim  and  result  was  to  drive  away  any  symptoms  of  the 
blues  and  to  give  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  boys  an  opportunity  to  see  some- 
thing of  the  Wesleyan  spirit  and  good  times.  One  of  these  parties  was 
a  Halloween  Masquerade.  Another  featured  the  old-time  games: 
"Tiddle-winks,"  "Jack-straws,"  and  ro  forth.  A  third  was  a  hard- 
times  social  at  which  Miss  Hollister  and  Dr.  Ruebhausen  appeared  as 
the  "Heavenly  Twins." 

Another  event  never  to  lie  forgotten  by  those  who  attended,  was 
the  Thanksgiving  dinner  at  Mills  Hall.  On  that  day  the  "Dough-boys 
and  Dorm  girls,"  together  with  the  faculty  and  the  other  members  of 
the  student  body,  all  gathered  for  a  feast  the  like  of  which  Wesleyan 
had  not  seen  since  the  declaration  of  war.  There  was  real  wheat 
bread,  plenty  of  sugar,  turkey,  and  other  good  things  too  numerous  to 
mention.  The  mildness  of  the  Flu  among  our  students,  the  victorious 
fool-ball  season  just  closing,  and  more  wonderful  than  all  else,  the 
fact  of  the  Great  War  being  over, — all  these  things  joined  to  make 
those  present  happy  and  thankful  to  the  superlative  degree.  After 
dinner  all  joined  in  the  singing  of  Thanksgiving  hymns  and  some  of 
the  popular  war  songs. 

On  the  evening  of  November  29th  the  football  team  met  at 
Pascal's  to  celebrate  the  season's  victories.  Those  present,  besides 
members  of  the  team,  were :  Coach  Lemon,  Professor  Adams,  Lieu- 
tenant Raymond,  and  Professor  Jones.  After  a  "feed"  which  was 
sumptuous  in  quantity  as  well  as  in  quality,  each  of  those  present  con- 
tributed something  in  the  way  of  a  story  or  a  toast.  Before  they  arose 
from  the  banquet  table,  members  of  the  team  presented  Coach  Lemon 
with  a  fine  Waldemar  chain  and  locket. 

At  the  close  of  the  Basketball  season,  March  30,  Coach  Lemon 
gave  an  informal  banquet  to  the  team.    It  was  held  at  Pascal's.     Those 
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present  were  David  Morris,  William  Koehler,  Sherwood  Kuelm,  Fred 
Mayberry,  Lester  Johnson  and  Harvey  Yates.  Several  pleasant  hours 
were  spent  in  discussing'  the  season's  games  and  the  prospects  for 
next  year. 

One  of  the  greatest  events  of  the  year  was  the  banquet  given  in 
honor  of  the  S.  A.  T.  0.  Over  eighty  were  present  including  members 
of  the  faculty,  those  students  who  remained  in  town  during  the  "Flu 
vacation,"  members  and  officers  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  and  a  number  of 
other  guests.  The  banquet  was  held  in  the  hallway  of  the  first  floor 
at  Helena  Hall.  Flags  of  all  nations  formed  the  decorations.  After 
a  sumptuous  five-course  dinner,  an  inspiring  program  of  toasts  was 
given,  Professor  Lemon  acting  at  Toast-master.  Miss  Phillips  gave  an 
address  of  welcome  which  was  responded  to  by  Sergeant  Bailor  of  the 
S.  A.  T.  C.  Other  toasts  were  made  by  Dr.  Crouch,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  Professor  Adams,  Ah'.  Werts,  Lieutenant  Ray- 
mond, and  Dr.  Bovard.  A  letter  was  also  read  from  Commandant 
Edging-ton,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  at  the  banquet,  A  program 
of  stunts  given  by  members  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  original  and  thor- 
oughly enjoyed  by  all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  present, 

Among  the  remarkable  social  affairs  too,  should  be  mentioned 
the  "Somerset"  party  held  at  Helena  Hall  on  the  evening  of  Decem- 
ber 4th.  The  big  event  of  the  evening  was  a  dress  promenade  by  the 
members  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  whose  uniforms  had  just  arrived. 

(Mi  Sunday  the  23rd  of  December,  the  Flu  quarantine  came  to 
an  end  in  Helena.  Most  of  the  students  who  had  not  gone  home 
earlier,  went  in  time  for  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  there  were  only 
a  few  left  to  enjoy  the  Christmas  tree  at  Mills  Hall.  On  the  Monday 
after  Christmas  school  re-opened,  students  and  faculty  both  sighing 
at  the  prospect  of  doing  nine  months  work  in  six. 

The  first  annual  banquet  of  the  Lincolnian  Society  was  held  on 
January  11th  in  Pascal's  Tea  Parlors.  The  parlors  were  tastefully 
decorated  in  gold  and  purple,  the  Society  colors.  Mr.  Koehler,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  acted  as  toastmaster.  "Reflections  of  Yore," 
a  toast  by  Miss  Motheral,  recalled  to  the  mind  of  each  old  member  the 
happy  times  spent  together  in  the  year  191 7- '18  and  gave  the  eighteen 
new  members  a  glimpse  of  what  the  future  held  for  them.  One  of 
the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  evening  was  a  toast  given  by  Miss 
Phillips  and  entitled  "Roping  'em  In."  Although  she  has  been  in  the 
West  only  a  year,  she  knows  the  use  of  a  lariat  better  than  many  of 
her  Western  friends. 

The  Daedalian  Literary  Society  held  its  third  annual  banquet 


at  Pascal's   on  the  evening  of  January   18.      Covers  w^ere  laid  for 
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twenty  and  the  tables  were  tastefully  decorated  with  violets  and 
streamers  of  purple  and  white,  the  Society  colors.  An  extremely  in 
teresting  and  lively  program  of  toasts  was  given,  those  taking  part 
being  Professor  Lemon  and  the  members  of  the  Society,  both  new  and 
old.  Fred  Mayberry  gave  the  welcome  to  new  members,  and  Kenneth 
Hammaker  responded.  Professor  Lemon's  toast,  "Doing  Things 
Worth  While,"  was  exceptionally  fine.  The  other  toasts  were  as  fol- 
lows: "A  Friend,"  by  Irma  Brown;  "Preparation,"  by  Lillian  Pat- 
terson; and  "Determination,"  by  Mr.  Smedstad. 

The  Philodorian  Society  met  in  the  banquet  room  of  the  Placer 
Hotel.  Thirty-three  persons  were  present,  including  Miss  Foster,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Parmenter  and  the  eighteen  new  members  who  had  just  been 
initiated.  The  Society  colors,  maroon  and  gold,  were  displayed  in  the 
table  decorations  and  in  the  printed  programs.  Miss  Haller  acted  as 
toast-mistress.  The  initial  letters  of  the  program  had  been  arranged 
to  stand  for  "Montana  AVeslevan  College"  and  "Philodorian  Literary 
Society."

Chinese  lanterns  were  used  for  decorations  and  Chinese  dishes  had, 
so  far  as  possible,  been  used  in  arranging  the  menu.  After  dinner  an 
interesting  program  of  toasts  was  given  with  Helen  Haller,  President 
of  the  Association,  acting  as  Toast-mistress.  Mrs.  Mills  presented  in 
her  able  and  interesting  way,  "The  History  and  Work  of  the  Gin-Ling 
College,"  Irene  Gordon  spoke  on  "The  World  Vision  of  the  Y.  W.

Possily  this  picture  will  interest  you  for  it  is  the  picture  of  one 
of  our  teachers  who  has,  on  one  or  two  occasions,  been  late  for  class.

LIFE  INSURANCE  AS  AN 
OCCUPATION 


HTHE  SELLING  of  life  insurance  is  both  a  profession  and  a  business;  it  is  a 
profession  in  the  sense  that  the  fundamentals  of  life  insurance  and  of  salesman- 
ship are  scientific  principles:  it  is  a  business  in  the  sense  that  life  insurance 
must  be  sold,  and  is  concerned  with  thrift,  savings,  investment  and  estates.  It  is  a 
constructive,  essential  occupation:  permanent,  not  seasonal,  and  is  not  affected  adversely 
by  financial  disturbances  as  are  many  of  the  purely  commercial  lines  of  business.
